Lorenz Hilgerth, Jr., is at the home of his 
uncle, 1903 Pestalozzi street, with his head 
swathed in bandages. His right eye is 
badly bruised and blackened and-he has an 
ugly cut on his right temple and another on 
his right cheek. 3 

Hilgerth is a man of about 27, who keeps 
a grocery and saloon at 1908 Salena street, 
and lives just two doors south in a little 
one-story brick house numbered 1912 Salena 
street. According to Mr. Hilgerth's story, 
some one entered his room about 1:10 a. m. 
and beat him over the head while he slept. 

“I suspect that my assailant,’’ said Hil- 
“was 
either my father-in-law, Wm. Welker, or a 
man named Tom Henges. I had trouble with 
Henges about three weeks ago. I found him 
inside my front door talking to my wife one 
night and kicked him out. Then my wife 
left me and went to live with a family 
named Schapperkoetter on Hebert street, 
near Jefferson avenue. Last night he went 
to see her there. I think when he came 
back from there, instead of going to his 
home, which is in the same block as my 

ge, he came in to see the old man—Wel- 
» ke? and fixed up a plan to assault me. I 
think, though, that the old man might have 
dome it himself. He had no reason, though, 
“as I’ve supported him at my house ever 
since I married his daughter six years ago.“ 
TWO ARRESTS. 
Welker, who is an old stone mason, 74 
ears of age, and Henges, who is a painter, 
years old, were arrested by Sergt: Hess 
and Officers Humbrecht and Wells and 
locked up at the Soulard Street Station, 
‘Both denied assaulting Hilgerth. Henges 
+ protested that he was home in bed at 11 
o'clock. Capt. Lang said they had no evi- 
dence to hold Henges for assault, but that 
they would hold him on à charge of petit 
larceny, as he had taken a revolver, Capt. 
Long said, from Hilgerth’s house out to 
Mrs. Hilgerth on Hebert street. Henges ad- 
mitted doing this and said: I had a good 
reason for doing so. For if I hadn't Hil- 
gerth would have done the Duestrow act 
and killed his wife, her sister and their little 
child. hat’s what he would. He threat- 
ened to do so.“ 

Mrs. Hilgerth was at the station, but de- 
elined to talk. “I have done nothing 
wrong,” said she, and I shouldn't be 
dragged into this.“

Embezzler Samuel C. Seeley to 
Make a Clean Breast. 


It Is Said the Absconding Bockkeeper 
Has Been Located. 


REPORTED TOBE IN EASY DISTANCE OF 
NEW YORK, 


Expected He Wille in Castedy ef the 
Pelice Within Ferty-eight Hours— 
Statements Made by a Well-Kuown 
Physician Whe Has Been Attending 
Him—The Confession Will Implicatec 
One Man of Migh stal Standing. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—There are good 
reasons to believe that Samuel C. Seeley, 
the book-keeper who assisted in defrauding 
the Shoe and Leather Bank of $354,000, will 
be in the custody of the police within the 
next forty-eight hours, unless he should 
die meantime. It is said he has determined 
to surrender himself to the authorities and 
to make a clean breast of his share in the 
robbery. If the word of a well-known phy- 
sician is depended upon, Seeley is within 
thirty miles of the City Hall, and he has 
not been much further away than that at 
any time since he disappeared over a week 
ago. The fugitive is broken in health and 
spirits, according to the physician, and may 
not have more than a few months more to 
live. 

Lying upon a bed in an upper-story room 
of the house in which he has found refuge, 
this physician says that Seeley spent a 
good deal of time yesterday morning pre- 
paring a statement by which he expects to 
show that he was only a tool in the hands 
of others, and that persons more prominent 
and better known than Frederiok Baker, 
his dead confederate, profited by his steal- 
ings. From hints dropped in the presence 
of his physician, the latter has been led to 
believe there were really five persons act- 
ively concerned in the conspiracy to de- 


fraud the Shoe and Leather Bank, and that 
one, at least, occupies a high position, so- 
cially and financially. Two of the five were 
Baker and Séeley and two others, according 
to the statement to be made by Seeley, 
are connected with big banking houses. 

Seeley had, it is stated on good authority, 
himself last night. 
He mas W * —. . r ape 8 
complete his stateme! . . 
has broken seve "Unter the strain on his 
nerves. The statement that he is preparing, 
it is said, deals with the defalcation from 
the beginning, telling -how he was témpted 
and the man who tempted, and sets forth 
how much of the money went to the other 
conspirators and how.it was used by them. 
The claim will be made that much of the 
money was used in investments in the West 
and Northwest and that more money was 
wasted in a fruitless effort to make these 
investments pay. It is said that some of 
the money was invested in the business en- 
terprises of a man who is now serving out 
a sentence of imprisonment for embezzle- 
ment, and at the time of his arrest the 
conspiracy against the Shoe and Leather 
Bank was on the verge of discovery. How 
the thefts were extended’ over a period of 
nine years without discovery will also be 
explained, and some sensational allegations 
will be made in this connection, 

Seeley admits, it is said, that it was at 
first his intention to leave the country. It 
was pointed out to him by the friend with 
whom he sought refuge that he could not 
escape, and then he decided to surrender, 
throw himself upon the mercy of the court 
and tell all he knew. He is not without 
powerful friends, it is sald, and some of 
these have been arranging to secure bail 
for him when he gives himself up. 

Director Beach of the Shoe and Leather 
Bank has made public the opening of the 
late Frederick R. Baker’s hox in the vaults 
of the Park National Bank. The Vice- 
President and attorney of the Park, Mr. 
Beach, and attorneys, and Mr. Frederick R. 
Baker, son of the deceased, were present. 
Less than $300, sundry memoranda of doubt- 
ful value and several non-contestable life 
insurance policies of recent date, drawn by 
the Equitable Life Imsurance Co., and a 
will drawn in 1871 were found. Mr. Beach 
would not give their value. 

President Crane said the directors had 
not met to stipulate the assessment on the 
bank’s stock. They could only suggest to 
the Comptroller of the Currency. Vice- 
President Pease said he was prepared to 
buy at a high figure any of the bank's 
stock that might be offered for sale. 

Detective Drummond, formerly Chief of 
the United States Secret Service, was in 
conference with several of the bank’s di- 
rectors. He denied having been called into 
he case.

Ad- 
ditional premiums to the amount of $200 
were to make them incontestable, 
They were payable to Baker's wife and the 
insurance company is said to have admitted 
their validity in spite of Baker's suicide. 
Another policy for $2,500, taken out fifteen 
years ago, was assigned to Mrs. Baer a 
ear ago. The Mutual Life Insurance Co. 

ad also insured Baker's life for not ex- 
ceeding , %% Baker refused to take a 
policy Fn a necticut company because it 
would not strike out its suicide clause. His 
incontestable insurance amounted to about 
$20,000, all in favor of his wife.

DEATH OF THE PRINCESS A SERIOUS 
SHOCK TO THE EX-CHANCELLOR, 


He May Net Leng Servive the Great 
Less — Letters Which Shew How 
Greatly He Valued Mer Affection— 
The Princess Always Devoted te Mer 
Husbana and Her Children — The 
Stery ef Their Courtship. 


BERLIN, Nov. 27.—Princess Bismarck, 
the wife of Prince Bismarck, died at Var- 
zin at 5 o'clock this morning. The condi- 
tion of the Princess became alarming yes- 
terday afternoo??. It was then announced 
that the Princess had suffered a relapse 
and that great anxiety was felt in regard 
to her condition by the Prince and by her 
attendants. All the family were hastily 
summoned to her bedside. Count Herbert 
Bismarck arrived in the evening and was 
present when his mother passed away. 

The Princess has been in poor health for 
a long time. Her iliness became pro- 
nounced two months ago. She was deeply 
affected and received a severe shock when 
the death of her life-long friend, Frau Eu- 
genie Reckow, Prioress of the Stolp In- 
stitute for unmarried women was an- 
nounced, - Three weeks ago Dr. Schwen- 
inger was called to Friedrichsruhe to pres- 
cribe for a serious attack of neuralgia. 
Since that time she has been almost con- 
tinually under the care of physicians. It 
is feared that the effect of the death of 
his wife upon Prince Bismarck will be 


serious because of his own failing health 
and advancing years. 


Johanna von Puttkammer was just en- 
tering her twenty-fourth year when she 
was courted by Otto von Bismarck. Her 
parents were stanch Conservatives and in- 
veterate pietists.“ As such they were 
strongly averse to her.marrying the avowed 
representative of other opinions and for- 


bade their daughter to accept his advances. 
But, according to the story related in Bor-

lin many years afterwards, Bismarck 
adopted a plan at once bold and successful. 
He had been told that he would not be 
received if he called, but he heard that the 
Puttkammers were to give a large evening 
party and, although he had not been invited, 


he made his appearance in the crowded 
drawing rooms and, offering his arm to 
Wraulein Von Puttkammer, he boldly passed 
with her from group to group and informed 
all the guests that he was affianced to her. 
Her parents, stunned by his audacity, had 
not the presence of mind to deny the en- 
gagement on the spot. Afterwards they 
agreed to give their consent to the match 
rather than brave what would have been u 
public scandal involving their daughter. 

Princess Bismarck never took a conspicu- 
ous part in German social life. She was 
eminently domestic, devoted to her home 
and children. She was of the characteristic 
Pomeranian type—tall and somewhat angu- 
lar—and her hair in later years was snowy 
white. In a country where all the women 
dress-their hair elaborately she always wore 
hers plainly dressed, and had latterly 
adopted a small white cap. She was a 
fluent, rapid talker,, with a large fund of 
anecdotes and reminiscences she was fond 
of relating. 

Her most intimate friend was the Baron- 
ess Wilhelm de Rothschild. The two used 
to meet at Homburg every year, and over 
the. glasses of mineral water they drank 
every morning they would, it is said, dis- 
cuss classical music, though Berlin society 
declared that the Princess was as ignorant 
of music as her husband. . 

The Princess had three chNdren. Her only 
daughter married Count Rantzau. Her 
elder son, Herbert, married the Countess

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Another Sensation in Connection 
With Condactor Brown’s Killing. 


Two High Railroad Officials Charged 
With Murdering Him. 


ABREST OF SUPT. M‘KRBE AND TRAIN- 
MaSTER WALSH. 


With Them Were Alse Taken Into Cus- 
tedy Perter Jaceb Barker and Cook 
Jerry Naus-—They Were Servanis en 
MeKee’s Car the Night ef the Alleged

FORT SMITH, Ark., Nov. 27.—Fort Smith 
was treated to a genuine sensation last 
night by the arrest of two high railroad 
officials for the crime of murder. They are 
W. J. McKee. Superintendent of the Mis- 
souri Pacific, and Trainmaster Walsh. With 
them were also arrested for the same crime 
Jacob Barker, colored porter, and Jerry 
Nans, cook on Supt. McKee’s private car 
Warrants are also out for the porter on 
McKee’s car and an unknown gentleman 
who was in company with McKee and 


Walsh on the car the night of the tragedy. 

These men are charged with the murder 
of Pullman Conductor John Brown on the 
morning of Nov. 19 at a few minutes past 4 
o’clock. Brown was anew conductor on 
the Territory run, and seems to have had 
some premonition of his fate, as he said 
that night if he ever reached Kansas City 
alive he would never go out again. 

Before reaching Fort Smith the train was 
notified that a hold-up was expected at 
Handon or McKay. Guards were placed on 
the train at Fort Smith, which place the 
train left at 3 o’clock Monday morning. At 
4:10 a. m. MeKay tank was reached. Here 
the train stopped for water. Brown retired, 
arter leaving Fort Smith, to a berth in the 
rear of the sleeper, Behind was the special 
ear containing Walsh and McKee, a third 
gentleman and the servants. The conduc- 
tor of the train throu 
at this point, and Brown got up fr 
berth and, standing in the ais 
was the matter. The conc 


uctor saw rown no more. 
2 reached omar City a shot 
the rear end of the train, but 
no attention was paid to it except by Con- 
ductor Morgan, who, ter the train had 
started, went back and examined the pistol 
belongi to Pullman Porter Barker and 
found it loaded all around. 

Two citizens of McKay say they saw the 
body of Brown thrown off the train after 
the shot was fired. The supposition was 
that the Pullman conductor was shot while 
standing on the platform between the 
special and the sleeper, and that it was 
from a stray bullet. The cook and porter 
are in the United States jail and McKee 
and Walsh are out on $6,000 bonds. 

Supt. McKee of the K., A. & V. Railway 
was interviewed in his private car in re- 
gard to the killing of Conductor Brown 
and made the following statement: 

J left Little Rock, Ark., Saturday even- 
ing, Nov. 17, on a tour of inspection over 
the K., A. V. line. On the car with me 
was Mr. J. W. Walsh, Train Master; my 
brother-in-law and two colored servants. 
We did not retire until nearly morning, as 
we expected a hold-up at any point west of 
Fort Smith, as nearly every train passing 
through the country is either held up or 
shot at. Everything went quietly until Mc- 
Kay Switch was reached. Mr. Walsh, my 
brother-in-law and myself were talking in 
my private car. My brother-in-law was 
laying on his bed 

„All at once there was a loud report on 
the outside of the car. I said, ‘What was 
that?“ My brother-in-law said, It was a 
gun. I saw the flash.’ I called to him to 
get his Winchester and come with me. He, 
Mr. Walsh and myself stepped down on the 

latform and I saw two or three men with 

finchesters. I walked up to one man and 
asked him what he was doing and he said 
he was a guard on the train. I turned to 
Mr. Walsh and asked him if there were any 
guards on the train. He said he had issued 
no orders for guards, but supposed they 
were deputy marshals, and it was custo- 
mary Pg carry them on that run. I then 
noticed a man with a Winchester close to 
the train and asked the first man that I 
had spoken to, Who is that man?’ and he 
remarked that he was all right. 

I then re-entered my car and thought no 
more of the matter. It is published in your 
local papers that we were drunk and had 
been shooting and yelling all night, and I 
wish to staté that there was not a 2 
of intoxicating liquor in the car and h 
not been at any time in the trip that I 
have ever made. I wish to deny most em- 
phatically of any knowledge of the killing 
of Mr. Brown b — gs or any party that 
I was connect th on my car. I leave 
for Coffeyville this evening and shall re- 
turn to-morrow morning. shall do every- 
thing in my power to assist the Govern- 
ment in solving this mystery, and shall

C. W. Small, a broker in this city, is 
among those who are curious to learn what 
has become of Armitage. He says Armi- 
tage agreed to make a business trip for him 
to San Antonio about the middle of Octo- 
ber, but Mr. Small procured the transport- 
ation and had everything in readiness and 
the day before he was to start on the jour- 
ney Armitage dropped out of sight. 

his morning Mrs. Armitage called at a 
safe deposit vault where her husband had a 
private box and kept his valuables and 
asked to examine his papers, but her re- 
quest was dented. 

STIFPEL’/S MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 

On the morning of Nov. 21, 1890, about 8 
o'clock, Dr. Julius A. Stiepel of 1900 Lami 
street drove up to the Lafayette Park Sta- 
tion in his buggy and informed the officer in 
charge that a short while previous he had 
been fired upon by some unknown person as 
he was passing Jefferson avenue on Lafay- 
ette. He did not see the shooting done, but 
he heard two shots and two leaden missiles 
imbedded themselves in his right temple. 

Immediately’ police officers and detectives 
scoured the neighborhood in search of the 
assassin or the person who fired the shots, 
but all in vain. In the meanwhile Dr, 
Stiepel drove over to the City Hospital, 
where he had the wounds dressed. After- 
ward he went to his home, and three days 
later it was found necessary to cali in Dr. 
A. C. Bernays and several consulting phys- 
icians. Dr. Stiepel was in a high fever, 
complained of violent headaches aud was 
generally a very sick man. .The bullet 
wounds, the physicians realized, were not 
sufficient to cause this condition of the 
body, but it was thought by some that the 
bullets had fractured or pierced the skull. 
Under the care ef the physicians and others 
Dr. Stiepel gradually grew worse, and final- 
ly, about 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon of 
Nov. 30, he died. His death was a mystery; 
that is, the cause of his death was, and 
when it was discussed around town, facts 
came to the surface which looked rather 
suspicious, for it readily became known 
that Dr. Stiepel was fnsured for about $50,- 
000 and paid about $109 a week on his poli- 
cies. The fact that the doctor had been 
shot, however, made it necessary to have an 
investigation, which the then Coroner, John 

Frank, instituted. An autopsy was 
made on the body of Dr. Stiepel by Dr. A. 
C. Bernays and a host of physicians repre- 
senting the different companies in which 
the deceased was insured. It was found 
that the bullets, evidently those of a 22-cal- 
iber rifle or pistol, had not pierced the skull. 
One of them was imbedded in the bone, 
which was rather thick. It was thought he 
might have been strangled to death,but this 
theory was knocked out. Examination of 
the stomach and kidneys indicated that 
there was great inflammatiqn. An analysis 
of these parts revealed the presence of me- 
tallic arsenic, and it was agreed that this 
had caused Dr. Stiepel’s death. The Coron- 
er's jury returned a verdict holding that 
Dr. Stiepel had died of arsenical poison ad- 
ministered by some person unknown to the 
jury, and this ended the investigation. The 

lice never made any arrests, but it was 
— that Dr. Stiepel had only a short 
time previous to being injured tried. to get 
additional insurance, and his actions were 
noted and considered quite  suspi- 
cious. He was quite sullen and despondent 
also about this time. 


THROOP’S DISAPPEARANCE, 


He Was a Preminent Man in Dallas When 
He Disappeared. 


DALLAS, Tex., Nov. 27.—Old-time busi- 
ness men and newspaper men of Dallas re- 
member well the music firm of Throop & 
Alcott in the early 80’s, the house of which 
was located on Main street, in what was 
then the best business district of the city. 
This was about the first firm to do business 
in this line in Dallas, and its trade extended 


over a large portion of the northern part of 
the State. Throop, the senior member, was 
a leader in church and social affairs, and 
had extensive connections with Eastern 
houses. His own and the reputation of the 
firm were first class, as far as any one now 
in Dallas knew. The firm dissolved about 
882 or 1888, Throop retiring, and was suc- 
ceeded by the firm of Alcott & Maynard. 

Throop soon left Dallas, and was entirely 
lost sight of. He was heard of about seven 
or eight yars ago in connection with some 
trouble in New Orleans. Nothing was heard 
in Dallas concerning him after that, until 
inquiri was received from St. Louis try- 
ing to len k he was identical with the man 
Armitage, missing from that city. If any- 
thing was wrong with Throop’s business 
career in Texas, no one here has been found 
who can recall it. 

Ex-Street Commissioner Jacob Spahr, who 
has been in Dallas since 1874, makes this 
statement about Throop: Dave Throop and 
myself were boys together in Little ck, 
Ark. In 1872, 1873 ens 1874, Throop was in 
the sewi machine business, .on Main 
street, in ttle Rock. He married the 
daughter of a widow named Williams, and 
moved to Dallas about 1877 or 1878 and organ- 
ized the music firm of Throop & Alcott. I 
do not know of his whereabouts after leav- 
ing Dallas, in 1882 or 1883.“

MRS. HEDGEPETH’S AFFIDAVIT. 


Statement of Mrs. Maggie Hedgepeth, in the office 
of Maj. L. Harrigan, Chief of Police, April 18, 


1894. 

I am the wife of Marion Hedgepeth.. Shortly 
after my husband employed Marshall McDonald to 
defend bim, my husband informed me that Mr. Me- 
Donald wanted to see me at his office, and I ac- 
cordingly went there. He spoke to me ip a very 
contidential manner and asked me if Maj. Harrigan 
had attempted to take any liberties with me. I 
told him wo; that he had not. He said: ‘He has 
been very kind to you and your mother.’ I 
answered, yes, he has been very kind to us, and I 
Will never forget him for it. e said: ‘Now, you 
want to get your busband out of jail, do you not?’

Harrigan is rather fond of women, and if he 
had made any advances towards me (meaning Mrs. 
11 to encourage it, and to tell him that 
if he would help my husband out or give him a 
short sentence I would do anything that he should 
Want me to do. And if you can make an appoint- 
ment with him I will find the place for you to take 
him to. It is not an assignation house, but it can be 
used for that purpose. I willl have reliable per- 
sons in the next room, and he will either have to 
let your husband go or tender his resignation.’ I 
told bim that I' was not that kind of a person; that 
if I did anything of that kind my parents would 
never recoguize me.

And I told 
him that 1 would do anything that was honorable 
to get him out; that it was not any fault of 
mine that he was in there, and that I would not 
sacrifice my honor to get him out. I informed my 
husband as to what he wanted the first time I saw 
him afterwards, and he safd McDonald was a — 
scoundrel, and that I must not enter into any such 
conspiracy with him. 

“MRS, MAGGIE HEDGEPETH.”

Marion C. Hedgepeth relating to the above 
statement made by his wife: 

The above is correct, as Marshall McDonald made 
the same proposition to me several times, but I 
told him that I would sooner go to the peniten- 
tiary than have my wife used for any such purpose.

When asked as to the truth of the above 
statements, Marshall McDonald said, 
There is no use my talking about the mat- 
ter as you wont print what I say.

S. H. Ham, who has been doing business in 
East St. Louis for several years under the 
name of the Queen City Silver and Nickel 
Plating Company, and who is alleged to 
have swindled hundreds of persons in all 
parts of the country out of sums ranging 
from $5 to $25, was arraigned before United

DeLain claims that he forwarded $5 
to Ham for a plaiting machine and $18.56 for 
materials, which, according to his allega- 
tions, were never delivered.

it I will interpose no objections. However, 
Mr. Hambrick’s partners may not feel as 
liberally disposed as he does, and we could 
not think of closing if our rent continues.” 

‘When it was first proposed to have the 
two tracks across the river close during 
January and February the Madison man- 
agement — 2 because of the track rent, 
which would go on just the same. This 
would mean a loss of $6,000, which the man- 

ers do not care to-take upon themselves. 
If, however, C. D. Comfort and Walsh & 
Cella, Mr. Hambrick’s partners, feel as he 
does about waving the rent, it would be 
another matter altogether. The East St. 
‘Louis Jockey Club is said to be willing to 
close if Madison does. Unless there is an 
a ment between the two local tracks 
neither will consent to give the other the 
monopoly of the winter racing. It is also 
argued that by the closing down of the 
tracks there will be less likelihood of ad- 
verse legislation in Illinois. The track man- 
agers contend that their profits during 
January and February are never large. 

The most formidable opposition to the 
stopping of winter racing locally may be 
expected from the railroad and street car 
companies. They make big money hauljng 
the crowds to the tracks and the loss of 
this revenue would mean a great deal to 
them. Walsh & Cella, Hambrick and Com- 
fort lease the Madison property from the 
Terminal Company and if it ever comes to 
a show down the railroad pogete may pre- 
vent the closing of the track for any length 
of time. Another obstacle in the way of 
a temporary suspension at Madison and 
Bast St. Louis is that it might mean the 
revival of the St. Clair Park and other in- 
stitutions of a like character. The present 
combination will hesitate a long while be- 
fore giving up their game for the benefit of 
that element.

Harty, it is stated 
on authority, invited many prelates, 
am them Cardinal Gibbons, to attend 
the dedication. The members of the Mar- 
quette Club heard that several members 
of the hierarchy were to be in the city at 
the dedication of St. Leo's, and President 
M. J. Byrnes visited Fr. Harty to tell him 
that the Marquette Club was desirous of 
ving a reception in honor of the visiting 

relates. Fr. Harty told Mr. Byrnes that 

e had not received replies to the invita- 
tions. Mr. Byrnes called again and what 
Fr. Harty d could not be gleaned, ex- 
cept from reports current among members 
of the Marquette Club, because Mr. Byrnes 
was not at his office. These reports are 
that Fr. Harty said that Cardinal Gibbons 
had been obliged to decline on account of 
other engagements; that thereupon Fr. 
Harty sent a committee to visit Archbishop 

ain, who was then in the country, to in- 
vite him to dedicate the church; that Arch- 
bishop Kain at first declined to officiate, 
stating that others had been asked to per- 
form the service and advising the commit- 
tee to have some of the visiting prelates 
perform the ceremony. The report sets 
forth that Fr. Harty then explained to 
Archbishop Kain that he invited the Car- 
dinal to dedicate the church when he was 
in St. Louis in 1891 attending the golden 
jubilee of Archbishop Kenrick before a co- 
adjutor had been appointed. Archbishop 
Kain then consented to officiate. His grace 
said on the subject: “I promised to ded- 
icate the church six weeks ago, and I ar- 
ranged my plans accordingly. The only 
difficulty was to secure bishops from afar 
to take part. Bishop Keane of Washing- 
ton, D. C., was invited to preach, but he 
declined because the distance to St. Louis 
was so great.“ ' 

Fr. Harty denied the story in toto. He 
said Cardinal Gibbons had not been invited, 
and that Archbishop Kain had never de- 
clined to officiate at the dedication services 
on the ground that other prelates had 
been asked to officiate. 

Any invitations to take part would have 
gone out from Archbishop Kain, through 
me. No other prelates were invited ex- 
cept those chosen by Archbishop Kain, who 
arranged the programme. We should, no 
doubt, have been glad to have Cardinal 
Gibbons, but the occasion is not important 
enough to justify a man of his age in mak- 
ing the trip.“

The court was unanimous in its decision. 
The appeal was from a judgment of con- 
viction of felony. The original indictment 
against John Y. McKane, John W. Murphy, 
Morton Morris and John W. Brownhiil 
was found Dec. 30, 1893, by an extraogdin- 
ary Grand-jury at an extraordinary court 
of oyer and terminer. 

The specific crime of which McKane was 
convicted was his procurement of the con- 
cealment of registry Hsts for the general 
election of 189%, especially in the First elec- 
tion District of Gravesend.

If this means anything at all it 
refers to the aggregate of the people or 
the nation as a whole and the reverse is 
the logical order, “the prosperity of all 
depends upon the good of each.” 

When each individual is happy, secure 

and prosperous the whole people is 
happy, secure and prosperous. When 
the laws protect the rights of each, the 
rights of all are protected. On the other 
hand, when the nation grows rich and 
great without regard to the good of the 
individual, to the distribution’ of the 
wealth or the equalization of rights and 
opportunities, its riches and greatness 
are ephemeral and contain the seeds of 
disaster. No prosperity which is en- 
joyed by the few at the expense of the 
many is good and no political institu- 
tion which favors it can be permanent. 
The greatest blunder which has been 
made by the American people was the 
consent to laws which discriminated be- 
tween one citizen and another, which 
built up the wealth of one from the earn- 
ings of others. Out of this policy has 
grown the issue of sectionalism, which, 
however, is based more upon a class 
than a sectional difference, discontent, 
labor troubles, riots and revolutionary 
schemes. 
If we look to the rights and opportu- 
nities of each citizen and secure justice 
in the laws to each we will have a firm 
foundation for the security and prosper- 
ity of all. This is the corner-stone of 
sound politics,

BANISHED FROM HOME. 

Jam a native of Van, Turkey, Asia,.“ he 
aid, and am 2 years old, I came to this 
country six years ago, having been ban- 
ished from Armenia without trial or exam- 
ination of any kind. Had I not consented 
to leave, I should have suffered imprison- 
ment for life—if not torture and death. In 
fact, it was only through the intervention 
of wealthy relatives that the option of ban- 
ishment was offered me 

‘First let me tell you ‘about Van, my na- 
tive town and the largest town in Armenia. 
It has a population of some 70,000 Armen- 
fans and about 25,000 Turks. The Turks are 
Nearly all soldiers and patrol the streets 

to the teeth, while the Armenians 
dare not carry so much as a pocket-knife, 
and for them to be found with any sort of 
@ deadly weapon in their possession would 
be equivalent to certain death. In this way 
you see, any uprising on the part of the 
Armenians is impossible for lack of means, 
mor dare they in single instances resent 
the brutality of their masters, who would 
not hesitate to murder them. 

„My first political experience began when 
I was barely 18 years old, and was a stu- 
dent at one of our universities. Until 
then Van had had as ‘head man’ (an offi- 
cial having powers something similar to 
an American Mayor) an Armenian, about 
& vears old, and very highly respected. 
This man was deposed by the Governor, 
the Sultan’s representative in that district, 
and banished. This Governor also closed 
all schools and confiscated the property of 
all newspapers. The only newspaper al- 
lowed to be sold was one published in Con- 
stantinople, thirteen days’ journey away. . 

“One day as was going home irom 
gchool, carrying some prints of gymnasium 
exercises, I was arrested and thrown into 
geil. where I was kept for three days, while 

he Turkish judges tried to get me to make 
an admission that my professor had pro- 
pounded revolutionary doctrines to us.

The Sioxy of o Prenchor Whe Has Duped 
Many Geed People. . 


ATHENS, III., Nov. 27.—Some time in 188 
there appeared in this city a man giving 
his name as A. Larkin, professing to be a 
minister of the gospel and a lecturer on 
scientific subjects. His credentials being 
satisfactory he was engaged as pastor of 
the Christian Church in this place, and 
served very acceptably for several months, 
and delivered a number of lectures on as- 
| tronomy and geology, and all went well 
until by reason of some business transac- 


tions that were somewhat shady he left 
quite suddenl; 


When next idee from he was in Cherry- 


vale, Kan., where he put his supposed geo- 
logical knowledge into practical use by 
sinking a s well. The citizens of Cher- 
ryvale furnished the ital and Larkin the 
experience. Of course he failed to fihd 

and it was not until several months after- 
ward that the deluded citizens earned 
that a Faas fraud had been br racticed upon 
them. rkin had carried the key to the 
“situation” and he offly knew to what dis- 
tance the gas well had been sunk, which 
lacked several hundred feet of reaching to 
the depth represented. 

When next heard from he was engaged in 
musical merchandising in Parsons, Kan. 
From this place he made several ‘‘busi- 
ness' trips into the State of Iowa. He still 
preached and lectured, and possessed a 
superior astronomical apparatus. He also 
possessed a gold-headed cane which bore 
the weg inscription: “Presented to 
Prof. Larkin by Illinois Friends, 1888.“ 

The 1 — of Parsons were astounded 
one day to learn that their pious music 
dealer, preacher and lecturer had been ar- 
rested on a charge of forgery.

He did 
not want to meet the charges, but fled im- 
mediately, leaving behind the chamois- 
covered cane and the aforesaid manuscript.

the inscription on the cane as given above, 


while the manuscript turned out to be a 
number of sermons and lectures on seien- 
tific subjects. On one of the sermons was 
the inscription: “Elder A. Larkin, pastor 
of the Christian Church of Louisburg, 
Kan.“ An attempt had been made to 
scratch out the name A. Larkin, but it 
was go imperfectly done as to be easily 
Goce herable.

HYPNOTISM IN CRIME. 


A Remarkable Stery Told by a Yeung 
Girl im Wiscensin. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 27.—A strange 
case has developed at Eau Claire in this 
Stats, in which Dr. George W. Pickin and 
his son, Asigal Pickin, are under arrest on 
the charge of assaulting a young girl whom 
they had hypnotized. Dr. Pickin is out on 
$1,500 bonds, but his son is still in jail. The

It is said that 
the girl when found by her father was under 
8 control; that she remained so for 
ong time af erward, and that owing to 
the control exercised over her by young 
Pickin she was unable to reveal the truth; 
that she was constantly in the care of a 
prominent physician; that the authorities 
summoned to their aid a well-known pro- 
fessional hypnotic physician, who placed 
the girl under a control superior to that of 
Pickin, and that. by this means the main 
facts were gained, though the girl relapsed 
again for a time into the control of young 
P ckin; that young Pickin w nally com- 
oe to partially release the girl from his 
ypnotic influence, though he continued to 
impart suggestions to her implicating other 
partion and for a time baffling the authori- 
des and the physicians, in spite of the fact 


‘that the girl was all this time in their cus- 


tody and that of her parents; that by care- 
ful treatment her mental freedom has 
finally been restored and that when the ar- 
rest of the Pickins was announced to her 
she threw off thé last vestiges of their in- 
fluence and ig prepared to tell her story on 
the witness stand. 

One of the extraordinary features of the 
case, says the District Attorney and the 
physicians, is that it was demonstrated be- 

ond the shadow of a doubt that while the 

vestigation was going on Mabel Briggs 
and young Pickin were th mental communi- 
cation so strong that, though separate’ by 
a distance of two or three miles, she de- 
seribed with N accuracy on several 
eccasions exactly what Pickin was doing, 
at a time when collusion was absolutely im- 
possible. The physicians say that the phe- 
nomenon of mental telegraphy, or thought 
1 is by this case established as 
9 fact and that it opens a new era. 
e girl is of much more than ordinary 
intelligence. Her story is terrible in its de- 
tails. She told the strict Attorney that 
on the night she was taken to Plekin's 
house she read the mind of the doctor 
through that of his son, and she added: If 
there is anything in mind reading there is 
a subtcellar in that house and buried there 
are the bodies of two young girls.“ 

There is growing excitement over the af- 
fair. Citizens of standing and wealth are 
interesting themselves in the girl's case. 
Dr. Pickin and his son say nothing, except 
that they are innocent. Dr. Pickin has 
lived here many years and has a so-called 
vitapathic institute in_an obscure part of 
the West Side. The Briggs family is of 
high social standing.

The Postal Service en Oesan Steamers 
Over the 4tiantic ard Pacific. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 27.—The 
annual report of Col. N. M. Brooks, Super- 
intendent of Foreign Mails, contains some 
interesting points on the service with 
foreign nations. Of the Trans-Atlantic 


service, he says: 
The entire trans-merchant marine is 


freely tendered for the conveyance. of 
United States mails at the rate of compen- 
sation offered * this department. Conse- 
quently the mails of Great 1 and the 

‘ontinent of Europe one ispatched by 
every fast steamer; and - en two fast 
steamers sail on the same day or succeeding 
days, the mails are r assigned to 
the one whose previous speed record gives 
reason to believe that it will deliver the 
tnails on the other side. Other t ings 
being equal, * is always given to 
steamers sailing under the ag of the 
United States, and these steamers are 
allowed for their services all the post — 
collected on the mails they carry from th 
country. 

“The communication with Central and 
South America is regular and reliable at 
least three times a month by vessels plying 
between New York and Colon, and to Vene- 
zuela with the same frequency. 

No change has occu in our means of 
communication with the Australian col- 
onies—the service being regular once every 
four wecks from San Francisco to Sydney, 
performed by the Oceanic Steamship Co, 

„The steamers call at Honolulu and the 
Oceanic Steamship Co. dispatches an addi- 
tlonai vessel every month to that port.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 27.—Gen. Anto- 
nio Ezeta will start for New York to-morrow 
evening. He says if he ever regains power 
in Salvador, he will recommend the pur- 


chase of the United States steamship Ben- 
nington, to be maintained in Salvador’s 
principal harbor as a national monument 
to the kind treatment given to the ref- 
ugees. 

Ezeta has received a telegram stating 
that his comrade, Col. Juan Cienfugos, has 
probably fallen a victim to bandits on his 
way from Acaculpo to Mexico City. 

FEreta has also received a cablegram from 
Salvador stating that ex-President Soto of 
Honduras is conspiring with President 
Barrios of Guatemala to aid a revolution in 
Salvador. Barrios in particular is very un- 
friendly to Ezeta, so the revolution will not 
advance the interests of Ezeta or his 
party. 


HART’S CONFESSION. 


He Gives the Revoltiaz Details ofthe 
Killing cf the Good Children. 


PAULDING, O., Nov. 27.—Sheriff Staley 
has the confession of Charles Hart that he 
murdered the Good children. Hart said he 
killed the children on Nov. 4, about 2 
o’clock. He said he hated the Good family, 
and going to where the children were play- 
ing he tied the boy’s hands with the rope, 
then hit him with a cudgel to quiet him. 
He said he then caught the little girl, crim- 
inally assaulted her, cut their throats with 
a razor and chopped the bodies, then piled 
logs over them and set fire to the pile. 
When he went to the house Clarence Brin- 
dle accused him of the crime, and took his 
bloedy coat and vest, saying he would burn 
them.

Rats came from a neighboring stable and 
attacked the little corpse. hey seemed 
to perceive the mother’s helplessness and 
ran upon the She seizd a stick and 
drove them away. All Saturday and Sun- 
day she kept watch, beating off the pests 
a dozen times, After dark Sunday night 
when the poor mother was dozing, wearied 
with long watching, she saw the glittering 
little eyes of her tormentors. The sight 
almost froze her blood. She beat the rats 
off hour after hour until nearly midnight, 
when hysteria and ‘exhaustion brought on 
unconsciousness. She did not revive until 
Monday morning. Then she managed to 
make her condition known to a policeman 
and was removed to a hospital. The body 
of the child was badly mutilated 10 the 
rats during Sunday P Even while the 
Coroner was present they tried to get at it 
again. The mother is temporarily insane 
and it is thought she will die.

The Suburbs Improved ; by an 


Afternoon Train Service. . 


Difficulty Boston Had in Establishing 
Its Present Excellent System. 


BENEFICIAL EFFECT If HAS HAD ON 
THE SURROUNDING TERRITORY.

“Boston had just such a time getting a 
local mail and passenger train service as 
St. Louis is now having,“ said Porter Aus- 
tin of the Meyer Bros. Drug Ce. to a Fost- 
Dispatch reporter. For years the railroad 
managers, when asked to put on local 
trains which should run out 100 miles or 
less, would ‘say: “Oh, they won't pay. 
There isn’t any use running trains at a 
loss, and we can't do it.’ Finally the mer- 


chants made a concerted move and get two 
or three of the roads to try it. As a result 
suburban trains out of Boston from twenty- 
five to thirty-five miles run now almost 
every hour, and to farther towns every 
three or four hours. They built up the 
country round about Boston just as street 
co build up the outlying portions of the 
city. 

The same thing would prove true of St. 
Louis. Perhaps it would not build up the 
country quite as rapidly, but it would has- 
ten matters. Then, too, the suburban 
service should be a fast service. The new 
locomotives, that start quickly, should be 
used, not the great 60 and §&-ton engines. 
These trains out of Boston make forty and 
fifty miles an hour. It doesn’t need great 
long trains, but trains of two or three 
light coaches that can get under headway 
almost as quickly as a street car. St. Louis 
is large enough to have such a service, and 
should have it. An early afternoon service 
would help these towns get their mail and 
afternoon papers and would benefit every- 
one. It would not directly help our busi- 
ness, except that it would bring us into 
closer communication with our near-by 
customers, who would run into town 
oftener. It takes time to fill drug bills 
because of the great variety of sundries 
now carried, so we could get very little of 
our mail out on the early trains.“ 


MR. HILL’S VIEWS. 
Mr. Austin’s testimony regarding a local 
train service is that of other gentlemen 


who have lived in the East and know how 
such a service has. developed the territory 
round about the large cities. James B. 
Hill of the Ely-Walker Dry Goods Co. talks 
somewhat in the same strain, but Mr. Hill 
is inclined to think that an early afternoon 
service would not help the jobbers. 

To my mind,“ says Mr. Hill, “an early 
afternoon passenger train service, which 
should also be a mail train, would operate 
to the benefit of the retail trade to the dis- 
advantage of the jobbing trade in the near- 
by territory. Everyone would come to St. 
Louis to shop if they could come and go 
at seasonable hours, and the result would 
be that country merchants would not sell 
so many goods, as the St. Louis retailers 
would get the trade. However, I would 
like to see such a service established, as I 
believe it would be for the ron of the city. 
The early mail service would help us some, 
as it would put us in quicker communica- 
tion with our customers. Any service of 
this kind helps, and we cannot have too 
much of it. 

WOULD ALL BUY HERE. 
Mr. Hill alluded to the fact that people in 


the towns like Belleville and Valley Park, 
and even St. Charles, which has compar- 
atively or service, where people can get 
into St. Louis and out at seasonable hours, 
bought practically all their goods in St. 
Louis. he same thing he thought would 
prove the case in towns farther out if the 
service were seasonable. 

It ig just this trade that St. Louis mer- 
chants want. They want, too, closer com- 
munication with the people in these towns. 
They want them so closely allied to St. 
Louis that they will never think of send- 
ing their orders to any of the other large 
cities. An early afternoon mail and pas- 
senger service would aid largely in bring- 
ing about this result.

Park Commiesitner Fechter Making 
Prephrations for Large Crowds. 


Park Commissioner Fechter expects that 
the skating season will open about Dec. 20, 
and he * making every preparation to put 
the lakes in the parks in such a condition 
that merry sKaters may enjoy the athletic 
exercisé without danger. The water in the 
Post-Dispatch lake at Forest Park is of the 
uniform depth of 8% feet, and in Sylvan 
Lake in Forest Park the water is about the 
same depth. This lake was recently 
drained by the Fish Commission for the 


purpose of taking out the big fish, but suffi- 
client water has. been allowed to flow into 
it since that time to cover all the surface, 
occupied by the lake before it was drained. 
The lake in Benton Park is in good condi- 
tion, and the water is not dangerously deep 
there. This was a popular resort for skat- 
ers some years ago, but Forest Park has 
now become the fad, and very few skaters 
are seen at Benton Park. Lafayette Park 
is quite popular with persons who do not 
wish to go so far from home as Forest 
Park, and the lake is always. kept suffi- 
ciently shallow in winter to avoid all dan- 
ger of anyone drowning. 8 
Fegple seem to prefer Forest Park, 

said Commissioner Fechter, and we are 
using* our best. endeavors to make it a 
place where everyone can enjoy himself 
winter or summer. The skaters will find 
everything that can contribute to their 
comfort and amusement. The boat-houses 
at both lakes will always be heated, and 
the only. charge that there will be is for 
those who wish to have their coats 
checked. The keeper of the boat-house 
has always had skates to let, and all per- 
sons will find that they can be accommo- 
dated at the park. Sandwiches and other 
forms of refreshments will be furnished 
by. Mr. Schweickhardt, and the lake will 
be lighted up in the evening. I have asked 
Comptroller Sturgeon for à sufficient 
amount of money out of the emergency 
fund to enable me to * officers 
on duty all the skating season. The 
amount requested was $7,500, but if I get 
$6,000 possibly we can get along. It is abso- 
lutely necessary to have that many patrol- 
men on duty, becuse skaters are merry 
and sometimes boisterous. The time-hon- 
ored game of ‘shinny,’ as well as the more 
modern one of pole sometimes tempts the 
skaters to tear up Small trees and to break 
off the limbs of others. With this force, 
however, we shall be able to preserve g 
order, and anyone may go to the park with 
the perfect assurance of not being molested 
by rowdies. A number of our weather 
prophets have been telling us that we are 
to have an unusually early season, and 
that the weather ‘will be oer y. cold. 
Last year skating season opened Dec. 21, 
and it is fair to expect that it will not 
De later than that this year. The reason, 
I think, that everyone goes to Forest Park 
is because the crowd is there, and with 
the increased water surface that we now 
have since the Post-Dispatch lake has been 
built, there will be plenty of room for every- 
body. It is a mistake to suppose that only 
young people 2 the sport. Some of the 
most expert skaters that were seen at 
Forest Park last year were those who 
learned the art long before the war. La- 
fayette Park is not under my jurisdiction, 
but the Commissioners of that park al- 
ways take great care to keep the lake 
shallow enough so that there is no danger 
of anyone drowning. Taken altogether 
the prospects are excellent for skaters this 
year.“

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RAILWAY INCOME TAX. 


The Catiwissa Deducting It Before Pay- 
img Its Dividends. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—The action of 
the Catiwissa Railway directors (a road 
leased to the Philadelphia & Reading) in 
deducting 2 per cent from the net eargings 
to meet the new income tax, has created 
some consternation among small investors, 
who had believed they were safe so long 
as their annual incomes were within the 


$4,000 limit. 

“Our road has not taken any action in 
the matter,“ said Chauncey M. Depew. 
Some time ago I delivered an opinion at 
the board meeting that the law was un- 
constitutional amd I believe it is. In the 
first place I do not believe that the law 
will ever be put into force. There is no 
appropriation adequate for the purpose, 
and unless the present Congress provides 
the money before next March the law be- 
comes inoperative. If the law is carried 
out I presume that the New York Central 
and all the other roads will deduct the 
amount of the tax from their net earnings, 
in which event it will fall on the stock- 
holders. This will make the law pretty 
hard on investors who own small hold- 
ings of stock, but whose incomes do not 
even approach the limit established by
